•Laredo, Texas to allay fears of raids 
by Mexicans and the appearance here 
of General Felix Diaz and friends 
with a new plan to solve the Mexican 
(problem, were the chief developments 
today in the Mexican situation. The 
troops, the ninth and 
seventeenth 
regim ents, were ordered to the bor­ 
der a 
request 
of 
Senator 
Shtp* 
erd and Representative Garner. The 
latter told the president there was 
a great deal of cash in the border 
banks and Americans wanted to be 
protected against any sudden raid or 
invasion which might result 
from 
sensational over-night developments 
at any time in the Mexican situa­ 
tion. 
(Mr. Garner also said much cattle 
had disappeared lately and residents 
believed Mexicans were responsible. 
The request for additional 
troops 
was made on Monday; was discussed 
at the cabinet meeting and decided 
upon late today by the president who 
comm unicated his approval to the 
secretary of war. 
W ill Make Statement Today. 
General 'Diaz and his friends here 
said they were not yet prepared to 
announce their purposes, but would 
do so in a statement tomorrow. Mem­ 
bers of the party included Pedro del 
Villar, who was before the senate 
foreign relations com m ittee last week 
and was reported to have asked sup­ 
port for a counter 
revolutionary 
movement. 
The Mexicans denied today that 
they were seeking supjmrt or "sanc­ 
tion for any revolutionary 
move­ 
m ent, saying their idea was a cam­ 
paign of information aitout Mexico 
and to acquaint W ashington with 
the personality of General Diaz so 
that his part in subsequent events in 
Mexico might be judged from 
a 
study at close range. 
Just what their plans are or the 
restoration of peace, whether by a rm ­ 
ed revolution or peace proposals, was 
not divulged but it was learned that 
they are seeking the elimination of 
General 'Huerta and are not allied in 
any way with the constitutionalists. 
16,000 Troon* in Texas. 
Today’s orders for the dispatch of 
two more regiments to Texas will 
result in the assembly in th at state 
of more than 16,'(YOO troops.

VanOrsdale will be deprived of the 
privilege of accompanying his regi­ 
m ent to the border, as he will be 
placed on the retired list of the army 
tomorrow on account of age.

At Laredo and Eagle 'Pass the 
two regiments will relieve six trooijw 
of cavalry which will be distributed

Presented by 'David Goiklstein— 
iH*dart« Socialism 
N ot Opposed 
to Christianity* 


Rev. Thomas J. Thompson 
ap­ 
peared 
in 
Jacksonville 
Tuesday 
night and delivered a lecture at the 
court house in answer 
to 
David 
Goldstein’s lecture, .delivered at the i 
opera house last Sunday. 
He was engaged by th% Socialist 
local of Jacksonville for the occa- « 
sion aud last Sunday was (present at j 
the opera house and challenged the 
anti-Socialist lecturer to allow him ; 
to reply. 
Following is a brief svn- j 
opsis of Rev. Thompson’s address: 
The Socialist movement is 
the 1 
greatest politico-economic movement! 
in the world, our enemies themselves 
being the judges. 
There are, be­ 
yond doubt, over fifty million So­ 
cialists in the world. 
The Socialist 
party in the United States, as 
as everywhere else, carries on an 
educational propaganda an.d 
seeks 
t< educate the working class, espec­ 
ially as to its relation to the social 
fabric^ its functions in the produc­ 
tion of wealth and its rights to such 
wealth when produced. 
“ It is an organisation 
of 
th© 
working class on the political field. 
It seeks on this field the union of all 
tho workers, 'and welcomes those of 
the capitalistic 
and middle 
class 
whose supreme watchword is ‘ jus­ 
tice,’’ that it may fill all of the po­ 
litical offices with Socialists. 
The 
government would then co-operate 
with the producers of all wealth in 
tho transfer of the means of pro­ 
duction from the hands of a single 
exploiting robber class as it now is, 
to society at a 
whole. 
In 
other 
words, we propose to “ expropriate 
the expropriators," or in still other 
terms, to recover the stolen goods. 
Thus Socialism means to all Social­ 
ists, whether atheists, deists, agnos­ 
tics, Christians or Jews, men 
and 
women of all religions or no relig­ 
ion; the collective or social owner­ 
ship of tho means of production and 
their co-operative use and 
demo­ 
cratic m anagement in the creation 
of wealth, each one sharing in such 
wealth accordingly as he has 
con­ 
tributed to its production. 
“ Let me emphasise this, for it is 
a clear cut definition of Socialism 
about which there can be no dis­ 
agreement. 
“ Tile declaration J*, in substance, 
in-all of the official pronouncements 
of th*1 party. 
It is tho heart and 
soul of the communist manifesto of 
.Marx and Engels, the* first Interna­ 
tional document of note setting forth 
the Socialist philosophy 
and pur­ 
pose. 
Socialists may 
and do dis­ 
agree- upon 
many other 
subjects, 
such as 
evolution, tile marriage re­ 
lation when socialism shall be es­ 
tablished, religion 
and 
astronomy 
and a thousand aud 
one 
other 
things, more or less connected with 
the social ownership of the means 
of life. 
But, under .Socialism, as 
it ought to be now under c apitalism, I 
it will be the business of the major- ; 
ity to settle all social questions, and i 
the business of the individual to set- I 
and ail individual or private matters, I 
and society will be free as to social ' 
natters. 
"VS c li, David Goldstein has 
been 
a m on^ us and has used his sling. ! 
But this modern David had his sling 
loaded 
with mud instead 
of the j 
clean pebbles of truth. 
He attack- j 
eel the Socialists as atheists and free 
lovers and the Socialist moveme nt i 
as atheism and free love, 
in doing ! 
so he has slandered 
millions 
of! 
men aud women of as pure minds 
and hearts and of as clean iives us 
were ever found on the earth. 
“ Those of you who were present 
at 
Goldstein’s lecture 
last Sunday J 
recall the 
fact 
that I challenged 
aim to debate the follow ing ques- ! 
Hon: 
Resolved, That Socialism is 
the s. lotion of the* labor problem; 
tad, consequently for the benefit of 
society economically and morally.’’ 
Von recall the fact, too, that I com­ 
piled Goldstein to declare 
that, 
w hen he w as a member of the Social­ 
ist Labor purty, and afterward when 
he wa.* a member or the Socialist 
party, be taught the 
fundamental 
■ lei larations of 
Orations of 
the 
platforms 
of 
these parties us Socialism, 
He tried 
hard to evade the question, but I 
made him say ‘Certainly I did.' 
Gold. k in subsequently left the 
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the party does not attem pt to make 
a believer in God out of him, any 
more than the Democratic, the Re­ 
publican, the 
Progressive, or the 
Prohibition party. 
We take every 
en© as he is and act 
accordingly. 
T r o t we have Socialist writers who 
arn atheists or agnostics, but neither 
athiesm nor agnosticism is Social­ 
ism, nor does the party require any 
one to* believe in these doctrines to 
be a Socialist. 
Moreover, there are 
doubtless multitudes of men in the 
Democratic, Republican 
and Bull 
Moose (parties who 
are 
atheists, 
agnostics, free lovers, etc. 
It is the 
business of the church to convert 
them. 
'There are 
more than one 
hundred and forty religious sects 
in this country alone and Goldstein 
is at war with at least one hundred 
and forty-nine of them. 
“ The one hundred 
and fiftieth 
sect, the one which Goldstein cham­ 
pions is, as we have seen, making a 
vicious a ssa u lt upon 
the ’Socialist 
party because it forsooth, does not 
do the work of the churches or sects. 
“ Let me suggest, as an amicable 
well afjJusLm° nt of this whole m atter— • 
a peaceable solution— that the Cath­ 
olic church at once 'begin to advo­ 
cate the co-operative commonwealth 
condemning ut the same time, Ath­ 
eism, Agnosticism, free love, wage 
slavery, white slavery, child labor, 
and advocating freedom of speech, 
of the press, of assemblage and of 
conscience and holding up to the 
world as an ideal th e Monomganic 
Family.

Catholic 
church does not believe in the co­ 
operative commonwealth, let our op­ 
ponents meet us in debate upon that 
question alone. 
“ It will now be seen that Gold­ 
stein’s whole speech was designed 
to evade the issue. 
The people of 
Jacksonville absolutely know 
that 
Goldstein’s charges against the So­ 
cialist movement are untrue, 
the simple fact that speech after 
speech by scores of men and women 
of national repute in the 
Socialist 
party has 
(been 
delivered 
openly 
where every one m ight know to a 
I certainty that the Socialist 
party 
; does not teach or believe in free 
i love or Atheism. 
Nor does the par­ 
ty require any one to -believe in the 
philosophy of materialistic monism 
to be a member of the party as 
I Goldstein asserted. 
For tho abso- 
; lute refutation of all these lies, I 
I will set out here exactly what the 
! party does require of ©very applicant 
for membership. 
Here it is. 
“ I, the undersigned, recognizing 
tile class struggle between the cap­ 
italist class and the working class 
and the necessity of the working 
class' constituting themselves into 
a political party distinct from and 
opposed to all parties formed by the 
capitalist class, hereby declare that 
I have severed my relations with all 
^ther parties, that I endorse the plat­ 
form and constitution of the Social­ 
ist party, including th e principle of 
political action, and hereby apply for 
admission to said party.”

I ’R's application 
blank 
together with the platform and con­ 
sultation mentioned, m ay be obtained 
by anyone who wishes it. without 
the importation of a liar from Bos­ 
ton or anywhere else. 
It will, be 
se^n by these documents that. many 
of the statements of Goldstein are 
absolutely false directly and by nec­ 
essary inference.
